THE PERMANENT SUPPORTIVE HOUSING ORDINANCE 

The currently proposed Permanent Supportive Housing Ordinance has been drafted by the L.A. City 
Planning Department to help Los Angeles build the supportive housing we need to help people 
experiencing chronic homelessness or those with disabilities. Thirty percent of the 34,000 people 
experiencing homelessness in LA are chronically homeless, and supportive housing is a highly effective 
strategy to help them maintain stable housing and receive appropriate health care.

Here is how this proposed law will help end chronic homelessness: 

IT IS CRITICAL TO DELIVERING ON THE PROMISES OF PROP. HHH 

• It creates a streamlined planning process that removes unnecessary barriers and red tape to building 
homes specifically for homeless individuals, significantly reducing average time it take for a PSH 
developer to begin construction. 

• Without this ordinance, we cannot build 1,000 units per year for homeless individuals. 

• To be eligible, a project must be 100% for low income tenants, and have 50% of units restricted to 
persons who are experiencing homelessness. 

IT CUTS RED TAPE WHILE STILL RESPECTING NEIGHBORHOOD CHARACTER 

• It has stringent design standards to ensure projects fit in with the surrounding community. Projects are 
required to follow existing zoning requirements, including height and footprint requirements. 

• It must provide robust supportive services on site to residents in the building to ensure the highest 
quality environment for its residents and the neighborhood. 

• Projects may only be built in areas where apartment buildings are currently allowed. 

IT SAVES TAXPAYERS MILLIONS OF DOLLARS. 

• It finally adjusts our planning regulations to meet the special needs of PSH units, saving taxpayers 
millions of dollars on each project. 

• Formerly homeless individuals rarely have cars, and required parking spaces in PSH buildings often sit 
unoccupied. The ordinance requires fewer parking spots for units that are intended to house the 
homeless, saving $20,000 per parking spot, while still requiring parking for staff and visitors. 

• PSH units tend to be smaller than market-rate apartments, and the ordinance accommodates this by 
allowing smaller, less expensive apartments to be built. 

DETAILS ON THE ORDINANCE 

• PSH developments can be built anywhere a multifamily residential building is allowed under the 
Zoning Code, with the additional criteria that it would need to be located in a High Quality Transit 
Area. 

» PSH developments will still be required to demonstrate they have provided proper notice to the 
community. 
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SUMMARY 

Homelessness is a significant challenge facing the City of Los Angeles. To advance service-enriched housing 
for persons experiencing homelessness, the Department has drafted a Permanent Supportive Housing (PSH) 
ordinance. If adopted, it would establish a set of standardized criteria and definitions for PSH and remove 
regulatory barriers that impair the construction of new supportive housing. 

BACKGROUND 

According to the City's Comprehensive Homeless Strategy, a total of 1,000 PSH units need to be constructed 
annually to house the City's homeless population - a significant increase from the current annual supply of 
300 units. To help meet these goals, the Los Angeles electorate adopted Measure HHH in November 2016, 
a voter initiative that will create $1.2 billion in new funding over the next decade to construct PSH units. 
The voters also adopted Measure H in March 2017, a County-wide measure that will provide ongoing 
funding to support rent subsidies and services for PSH, among other homeless services. 

The proposed ordinance implements the will of the voters by ensuring that PSH units can go through a 
consolidated planning process and that public funds, which are often dedicated for these developments, 
are efficiently utilized to facilitate the production of PSH units throughout the City. It consolidates 
planning approvals to cut down on the overall development timeline, while incorporating new standards 
intended to reflect the unique characteristics of PSH and enhance the overall design of the project. 

KEY PROVISIONS 

Summarized below are the key provisions of the proposed PSH ordinance. 

Qualifying Projects 

• In order to be considered a Qualified PSH Project, all units are required to be affordable and a minimum 
of half of the total units would be restricted to persons who are homeless. PSH projects are required to 
be linked to onsite or offsite supportive services. 

• Projects must also comply with the following requirements: 

o Demonstrate that an appropriate level of Supportive Services will be provided onsite or offsite; 
o Dedicate a 55-year affordability covenant; 

o Ensure one-to-one replacement of any existing affordable units; and 
o Post a public notice of the project application. 

Process Improvements 

• The proposed ordinance would streamline the approval process for Qualifying PSH projects, 
significantly reducing the average time it takes for a PSH developer to begin construction. To benefit 
from this process, projects must meet specific criteria and requirements. (See "Qualifying Projects") 

« The ordinance would increase the threshold for Site Plan Review for Qualified PSH projects to 120 units 
(200 units in Central City). 

Zoning Compliance 

• Qualified PSH Projects would be allowed in zones that allow a multifamily residential use (RD zone and 
less restrictive). 

• All projects would need to adhere to the underlying zoning requirements, with the following exceptions. 
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o Given the smaller size of an average PSH unit, no minimum iot area per dwelling unit would apply in 
multifamily residential zones (R3 and less restrictive), while a minimum lot area of 500 square feet 
per unit would apply in the RD1.5 zone. 

o Parking would not be required for any units restricted to the formerly homeless. Additional 
parking would be required to accommodate on-site supportive services staff, 
o Areas to be used for supportive services and common areas would be excluded from the total 
allowable floor area (FAR) calculation. 

o Conversion or replacement of existing Residential Hotels to PSH would be permitted in any zone, 
regardless of the use provisions of the underlying zoning. 


Building Incentives 

• Projects would be eligible to request additional concessions or incentives, which allow for modifications 
in development standards such as setback and open space requirements. 

• The menu of incentives was developed to ensure that PSH projects are not out of scale with surrounding 
neighborhoods. 

Performance Standards 

• Projects would be required to be located in a High Quality Transit Area, as identified in the current 
Regional Transportation Plan (RTP/SCS). 

• To ensure quality design, PSH projects would be required to adhere to a set of design standards such as 
facade transparency, building articulation, and street orientation requirements. 

• Additional standards pertaining to unit amenities, on-site Supportive Service areas, and environmental 
mitigation are also included in the draft ordinance. 

Public Facilities (PF) Zone 

• To further the City's strategy of utilizing City-owned land located in a PF zone for PSH, the ordinance would 
facilitate the development of joint public-private PSH projects that are compatible with the surrounding 
zoning. 

FREQUENTLY ASKED QUESTIONS 
What is permanent supportive housing? 

PSH is a type of housing for the formerly or chronically homeless which incorporates supportive services 
such as mental health treatment, addiction therapy and vocational training. Integrating services with 
affordable housing provides formerly homeless individuals and families the ongoing help they need to 
remain housed and able to live independently. Like other affordable housing, PSH is designed to look like 
existing housing in the surrounding neighborhood. PSH primarily consists of apartments with a high 
percentage of single units in buildings with space for onsite case managers. 

What is the current need for PSH? 

According to a January 2017 report from the Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority (LAHSA), there are 
approximately 34,189 people experiencing homelessness in the City of Los Angeles, a number which grew 
by 20% since last year and has been increasing steadily. The vast majority of these individuals, 
approximately 25,237 (74%), have no access to homes. A significant number of homeless persons often 
experience multiple health issues, trauma, mental illness, and disability. Almost a quarter have substance 
abuse issues needing treatment while over a third have experienced domestic violence. 
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What approach did the Department take in developing the draft ordinance? 

To better understand what types of PSH projects have been built in the City of Los Angeles, the Department 
assembled a database of all PSH projects which have been constructed in recent years. This database 
included information on project characteristics, as welt as the types of entitlements requested. Additionally, 
the Department conducted site visits to PSH projects, spoke with PSH residents and convened a working 
group of PSH developers, architects and other experts to fully understand the particular needs of PSH 
projects and residents. Furthermore, Department staff wrote the draft ordinance in response to the 
adopted strategies that were referenced in the City’s Comprehensive Homeless Strategy. 

Where can PSH projects be built in the City? 

Per State law in California SB 2 (2007), PSH projects are required to be treated the same as any residential 
use in the same zone. This means that PSH projects can be built anywhere a multifamily residential building 
is allowed under the Zoning Code. The proposed ordinance does not change where PSH units are currently 
allowed in the city. To be eligible for project streamlining and the incentives provided by the draft 
ordinance, Qualified Permanent Supportive Housing Projects are required to be located near public transit. 

How would PSH projects be different under the proposed ordinance? 

The proposed ordinance would allow individual projects to incorporate additional units, given that PSH units 
are often designed for individuals and therefore are often much smaller than in typical housing projects. 
However, individual projects would be subject to the same height and floor area (FAR) limitations that would 
apply under the existing density bonus program, ensuring that buildings would be similar in scale to a typical 
affordable housing project that could be developed today. Based on the typical allowable floor area on available 
sites in the City, the majority of projects are expected to be between 30 and 75 units. For those that are located 
on larger sites that allow larger projects, projects utilizing this streamlined process would be limited to a 
maximum size of 120 units, or 200 units if located in the Greater Downtown Housing Incentive Area. 

How will PSH project applications be processed? 

Qualifying PSH projects will be eligible for an expedited public benefit application through the Department 
of City Planning's Priority Housing Project (PHP) Program. The goal of the PHP program is to provide priority 
case processing for housing projects that include affordable housing, in order to cut down on the overall 
timeline and cost of securing planning entitlements. 

How will I know if a PSH project is proposed in my neighborhood? 

In order to obtain approval from the Planning Department, developers of PSH projects will be required to 
demonstrate they have provided proper noticing to the community by posting a notice on the project site 
and mailing a notice to adjacent property owners and the City Council office with jurisdiction over the site.

III. APPROVAL OF MINUTES 

It was moved by seconded by Mark^^^^^^^nd CARRIED to approve the 

minutes from the August 17,2017 meeting. Unanimously approved. 


IV. TREASURER'S REPORT 


A. September 30, 2017 statement-Johnson walked the board through the financial 
statement ending on September 30,2017. It was reported to the board that revenue 
and expenses were on target and aligned with the budget for the month of September. 
One line item that seems to be well above budget is legal, and this is due to our pending 
litigation. Johnson said that the organization's insurance vendor did say they will pay up 
to 40% of the costs associated with the case after the $20,000 deductible is paid. The 
staff will follow up with the carrier to see when they will release some of the 
reimbursement funds. 


It was moved by Mark^^^^^J seconded by Tony and CARRIED to approve the 

financial statement for September 30,2017. Unanimously approved. 


B. Review of draft budget for 2018 - Mariani presented the draft budget for 2018 to the 
board. The Finance Committee will be meeting on November 7 to review the final draft 
before presenting to the board at the annual meeting in November for approval. 


V. COMMITTEE AND ACTIVITY REPORTS 


A. 


Nominating Committee - Katie 



1. Zandona reported to the board that the nominating committee held an initial 
conference call to develop the new slate of officers. It was asked that if any board 
member has a recommendation for the new slate to contact the nominating 
committee. The new slate will be presented at the November Annual Meeting. 


B. Security Committee Report 

1. Meeting with Mayor -^^^^^^iefed the board that staff is continuing to contact 
public officials regarding the ongoing public safety issues in the BID. During the All 
Property Owners Meeting, there was an opportunity for attendees to sign a petition 
asking the Mayor to participate in a Town Hall to discuss the public safety concerns. 
In response, the Mayor's Chief of Staff offered to set up a small delegation meeting 
to meet with the Mayor at City Hall on October 11. Representatives of both the

HED and SVBID were in attendance. The group presented data about the increasing 
number of calls for service coming into the BID Patrol office and examples of public 
displays of violent behavior, untreated mental illness and visible substance abuse, 
that were raising concerns in the community. They discussed diminished 
opportunities for LAPD and BID Patrol to enforce certain behaviors. 

During the meeting, ^^^^Hpresented ideas on how the city could assist with 
respect to assistance witr^ncampments, increased law enforcement, prosecution 
and public policy to the Mayor and staff. Matt Szabo, Mayor's Chief of Staff and 
Brian Buchner, Chief of Operations for CENTCOM, addressed the board regarding 
some of the concerns raised from the meeting. The Mayor's staff updated the board 
that a potential permanent shelter location has been identified. It will require 
buildout using funds from HHH and will take a significant amount of time before it 
will be ready. In the interim, the staff is currently working on temporary shelter 
strategies with storage. Buchner has been assigned as the BID's point of contact and 
will be working with the staff. A follow-up meeting with the Mayor and his staff will 
be made in 90 days. 

2. LAPD Deployment: "HED Plus" Update - Lt. Ling briefed the board that LAPD has 
been strategizing different techniques of deployment. They have instilled a daily 
foot beat team Monday through Saturday from 11:00 a.m. to 3:00 p.m. on 
Hollywood Boulevard. 

3. Homeless Initiatives Update 

i. Homeless Connect Day Organized by the City Attorney's Office and the 
Salvation Army (October 4) - It was proposed to the board to approve a 
retroactive sponsorship of $1,000 from the security contingency budget to 
help with expenses from the day long outreach effort. 

It was moved by Mark^^^^^H seconded by Frank and CARRIED to approve 

$1,000 contribution to assist with the event. Unanimously approved. 

C. Streetscape and Beautification - Matthew^m 

1. Q3 Maintenance Report - Severson introduced Sergio Urena, Program Manager to 
the board. Urena presented a quarterly report (July to September) on the labor 
statistics and accomplishments in the BID. Morrison stated there has been a 
qualitative change in the BID and commended the significant changes that have 
been made since Urena arrived. 

2. Holiday Decorations/Decorative Lighting -^^^^^eported to the board the tree 
lights will be installed in the coming weeks. He is waiting for two (2) permits to be 
signed off from Bureau Street Lighting for access to the power lines. A tree lighting 
ceremony will be planned around Thanksgiving. 
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3. Utility Box Artwork -^^^^^^ported to the board the revised artwork for the 
utility boxes has been received by the committee. Streetplus will begin preparing 
the utility boxes for installation in the next month or so. It will take a month for 
printing the artwork, so the installation is expected to occur in January.

Marketing and Communications - Devin 



1. Old Hollywood Locals Night - Strecker reported to the board the 3 rd Annual Old 
Hollywood Locals Night will take place on October 24 th from 6:00 p.m. to 9:00 p.m. 
The event, hosted by the HPOA and Suaya Properties, will include 10 participating 
restaurants and live music on the bump outs on Hollywood Boulevard between 
Cahuenga and Las Palmas. 

2. Shop Small Day - November 25 briefed the board that Shop Small Day, 

celebrating local businesses, is coming up on November 25th, He asked the board if 
anyone had any ideas about the event to contact him. 


3. Jollywood - December 9 - ^^^Jannounced "Jollywood" a one-day holiday pop¬ 
up market will take place on December 9 th from 11:30 a.m. to 7:30 p.m. The market 
will feature artisanal vendors located on the bump outs on Hollywood Boulevard 
between Wilcox and Las Palmas. He is currently seeking sponsorships as well as 
vendor recommendations. 

4. Report from CHC's Sunset & Dine event - Strecker reported on the 6 th Annual Sunset 
& Dine event. There were several Hollywood BID businesses represented at the 
event. The event made a profit of $5K and The Center will be the beneficiary. 


E. Ad-hoc BID Renewal Committee 

1. Report on Approval of Hollywood Tourism District Overlay Zone reported 

to the board that a meeting was held with the property owners of the proposed 
Tourism District Overlay Zone (located on Hollywood Boulevard, between Orange 
and McCadden). The group was presented with the option of adding the overlay 
zone in the new BID and assessing themselves additional funds for specific issues 
related to their area ($250,000 in the first year). Staff presented an array of the 
types of services that could be provided through this funding, including researching 
the possibility of hiring uniformed LAPD officers for the area. Through the MDP, the 
assessment can be lowered or eliminated over the course of the BID if chosen by the 
group. It was stipulated that decisions for the overlay zone will be weighted by 
assessment and this provision will be written into the bylaws of the new managing 
association for the 2019 BID. 

2. Review of Key Dates and Timeline -^^^^feviewed the timeline of the key dates 
for BID Renewal with the board. The Management District Plan (MDP) is currently in 
draft form at the Engineer's office with expected completion by the end of next 
week. The hope is that the final MDP & Engineer's report will be approved by the

city in December and petitions will begin in January 2018 and completed by the end 
of March 2018. If this happens, beginning May 2018, the city will send out the 
official ballots for tabulation and by June, the decision for the renewal will be 
decided. 

3. Creation of ad-hoc governance committee - It was reported to the board the new 
501(c)6 organization for the new BID will need to be formed by spring 2018 in order 
for the city to enter into contract with the new organization by fall 2018. An ad-hoc 
governance committee will be formed to come up with strategies in creating the 
new bylaws, governance structure and committee structure for the new 501(c)6 
organization. Morrison asked board members who are interested in participating in 
the committee to contact her. 

4. BID Renewal Open House will be held on Wednesday, October 25 th from 10:00 a.m. 
to 12:00 p.m.

VII. STAFF REPORT 

A. Annual Meeting November - The Annual Meeting will be held on November 16,2017.

Once her fellowship is completed at the 
end of 2017, Morrison will be able to use her accrued time and bring down the balance. 

The board asked for clarification regarding the initial agreement that established the 
reimbursement of Morrison's time away in pursuit of the Stanton Fellowship. It was 
recommended that the board approve the motion and Morrison will provide an updated 
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memo to reflect the arrangement with the Durfee Foundation regarding the nature of 
the sabbatical. 

It was moved by Leslie^^^^^^econded by Katie^^^^Jand CARRIED to approve 
modification to accrued vacation policy for unique circumstances. Unanimously approved.

Thank you for your articulate and comprehensive email. As it relates to the topic 
of your email, I believe that your staff acted in appropriate fashion when 
responding to the presence of a criminal suspect in one of your Hollywood 
establishments on Wednesday, October 25 th , 2017. It was never my intent to 
dissuade or to make you or your employees wary about calling the Police 
Department for service. I am entirely capable of providing you with complete 
details of the evaluation process that I conduct along with my partner, Officer 
White, when we are required to develop positions pertaining to Land Use 
Applications and how the assessment of "Calls for Service" factors into our 
evaluation process. 

I completely disagree with tne characterizations that you assigned to the 
evaluation processes that are undertaken by the Investigators assigned to 
Hollywood Vice, while it is true, to a certain extent, that the operations of ABC 
retailers are viewed cumulatively, it is also true that each reported crime or 
occurrence of Police involvement is examined individually. The design is to 
establish patterns and connections between the individual events so that 
operational commonalities can be identified. Isolated incidents are all but 
impossible to address in forums that are or resemble the Zoning Administration 
Public Hearings but patterns of behavior and operational modes can be 
considered and acted on in those types of hearings. 

I am confident that Officer White and I can dispel any misconceptions or 
insecurities you or your employees may have with the evaluations we perform of 
ABC retail operations and the weight that we attribute to "Calls for Service."

III. APPROVAL OF MINUTES

V. COMMITTEE AND ACTIVITY REPORTS 

A. Streetscape and Planning 

1. Holiday decoration project in collaboration with Chamber - ^^^^^briefed the 
board that the Streetscape Committee was approached by the Chamber to 
collaborate on a holiday decoration project. The Chamber is in the position of make 
a purchase of decorations this year. After reviewing three (3) proposals, the 
committee and the Chamber have considered working with St. Nick's. The Chamber 
will be contributing $95,950 for the purchase of decorations and $65,500 for a 
portion of the installation costs for the first year. The BID will be contributing the 
remaining install and removal costs, maintenance and electrical power for the next 
five (5) years at $40K each year. The lighting and decorations will be installed at the 
four (4) block faces at Hollywood & Highland and the four (4) block faces at 
Hollywood & Vine. The lighting will be installed on the palm trees and light poles. 
While the decorations and pole mounts are seasonal, the lighting would remain up 
throughout the year which the committee has been looking to provide for the BID. 
The board suggested to approach the Council Office for additional funding as well as 
exploring sponsorship options in the future years.

2. Cherokee maintenance service center - The board was informed the lease for the 
maintenance service center on Cherokee is up. Staff decided to exercise one of their 
two options for a 1-year extension to the lease, This will carry the lease through the 
end of the current BID. 

B. Ad Hoc BID Renewal Steering Committee 

1. Kerry^^^^^nd Joe^^^^presented the recommendations of the ad-hoc BID 
Renewal Steering Committee and engaged the board in a discussion regarding the 
various elements:

20 percent parcel size; 30 percent building square footage 

vi. Ten-year term (2019-2028) 

vii. Cap on annual increase of three percent, subject to the discretion of the owners 
association 

It was moved by Leslie^^^^^^Jseconded by Frank and CARRIED to approve 

recommendations forwarded by the ad-hoc BID Renewal Steering Committee for the 2019- 
2028 business improvement district, subject to minor modifications that may be required by 
City Clerk's office in confirming parcel configuration, application of assessment formulas, and 
conformance to local and state regulation^ovemin^lD formation. Approved with two (2) 
from Mark^^^^^Hand 

C. Review recommendation forwarded by the ad-hoc committee re/ a proposed 
governance structure for a new 501(c)6 nonprofit corporation: It was proposed to the 
board to create a new501(c)6 organization with a robust and empowered committee 
structure. Initially, the board would be comprised of directors from each of the existing 
non-profit corporations (resulting in up to 32 members) but overtime, with attrition, 
would balance out at a more appropriate size of approximately 21 directors. The non¬ 
profit would be formed in 2018, in time to enter into a contract for the management of 
the new 2019-28 BID. It was also proposed to create a 501(c)3 organization to capture 
new revenues for the community resulting from grants, sponsorship and event 
revenues. 

It was moved by Mark Stephenson, seconded by Joseph and CARRIED to approve 

concept of a unified owners association to manage the business improvement district 
contract, subject to additional details to be presented no later than the October meeting.

A. Staff Report: 



a. Homeless Issues: ^^^^^reported on the work being done to try to identify a 


shelter in Hollywood. An article, which highlighted the role that the HPOA is playing in convening the 
various players appeared last week as a front page story in the LA Times. She also reported on a meeting held 
at the office with various organizations who do any type of homeless outreach in the Hollywood area. The 
purpose was to get everyone acquainted and to meet the new H-funded E-6 team. However, the E-6 team did 
not show up; only the supervisor. There was a general discussion re/ the roll-out of the Measure H funded 
projects. 


b. Public Safety Survey: ^^^^|reported that the survey was closed on September 6 
and the researcher is working now to compile ancnmalyze the results. This will be a topic of discussionat the 
October committee meeting. 

B. Andrews International Report: Steve ^^Jpresented a report for the period July 31, 2017 to 
September 3, 2017. He presented some highlights, and there was some conversation about the burden placed 
by high-utilizing venues on the BID Patrol. An example was presented of the Rite Aid on Sunset Blvd. where 
the officers were called five times in one day to address shoplifting and trespassing. Morrison committed to 
work with Seyler to go visit the store and encourage the management to take some protective action. 

C. LAPD - Captain Pinto and Lt. Ling informed the committee that they have been asked by 
Chief Moore and Commander Chow to initiate a new plan for the Entertainment District, particularly the 
section from Highland to Vine. The emphasis is on high visibility (foot beats every day, motor officers, 
mounted unit and the helicopter), and resources have been obtained from other parts of the Bureau to augment 
the Hollywood Division staffing. They are focusing upon quality of life crimes, and have brought in 
undercover narcotics resources and the gang unit once a week. There was a robust conversation about the 
inefficiencies in the ACE citation program for street vending, and the increased prevalence of window 
smashes in the HED - 2,800 year to date, up 25% from last year.
